The Report of the President was presented, as follows: 
| Report of the President 
Fathers and Brethren of the Synod: 


Grace be unto you and peace from God the Father, and nur Lov 
and Savior Jesus Christ. Amen. 


On this seventy-fourth anniversary convention date we meet m 
Zion Lutheran Church here in Hutchinson, where but ten years ago 
Pastors E. R. Harrison, G. L. Search and A. W. Malin “took holy orders“ 
and were ordained to the ministry of the Lord Jesus Christ. Again in 
this same Church at an appropriate place during the convention another 
servant Mr. Paul Close will be set aside for full time Christian service 
through the rite of ordination. 


The ever increasing tempo of daily living, coupled with l 
problems, has like wise contributed to the complicated problem of mus- 
tering sufficient time, talent and energies with which to meet exigencies 
arising in recent months as those situations have been and are related 
to the president of the Synod. Since your president is also the pastor 
of a mission congregation which is committed not only to a definite 
“pay off” policy on amortization, but also bound to a program of self- 
support by 1952, I have found it awkward at times to serve both the 
Synod and my congregation efficiently. In this same vein I have been 
forced to augment my office with help when the burdens became too 
heavy, and have drawn from the synodical treasury for this purpose. 
Travel, office help and other assistance, postage, telephone and telegraph 
service and supplies have cost the Synod 8360.13. When synodical prob- 
lems demanded an unusual amount of time\and energy, my parish has 
been forced to make a corresponding sacrifice. And, needless to say, 
even the pastor takes a loss, because he doesn’t want the expense to 
appear too large, especially since the Synod has nd definite policy of 
off-setting the president’s expenses except as they arise and are paid 
by the treasurer. To relieve the awkwardness of such an arrangement 
I sometimes feel that some ‘of the past presidents were justified in 
suggesting and asking for a more definite understanding on this matter. 
In more recent years, at least one past president was provided a parish 
worker, and Brethren and Fathers, he deserved this assistance! This 
synod stands on intermediate ground in that it is too small to support 
s full-time president, and too large to use a regular pastor whose first 
love ought to be his parish. 


I reserve the right to withhold from publication certain matters that 
have come to my attention since taking on the presidency, deeming 
such instances in the light of confessions and to be held in strict eonfid- 
ence. The mere recitation of this would, in addition, entail much time 
were I to betray what I consider a sacred trust. On the other hand, I

From the 
standpoint of civil law it appeared that that meeting could be declared 
null and void on at least two counts, namely: (1) Illegally called, in- 
asmuch as the “purpose” was omitted when “unusual” action was con- 
templated; and (2.) Any action taken null and void since the main 
party, our Synod as a corporation related to the corporation of the 
congregation, was not consulted, neither was approval given to sever 
relationship.

The grounds were improved by grading and filling in the water hole 
on the old lake site. Trees were trimmed and underbrush was removed 
no the far side of the swimming pool. Twenty-five cedar trees were 
planted on the eliff and one hundred and fifty maple and elm trees were 
planted along the north section of the camp site. Swimming was im- 
proved by enlarging the pool and making a sand beach approach. A 
new boat dock was located near the bridge to separate boating from the 
swimming pool. New sand walks were extended over the grounds. 
Recreation was improved with a new shuffleboard set. Archery was 
also made more popular. For improving the comfort of the camp more 
than a hundred new mattresses were purchased, canvas curtains were 
made to partition off space for class rooms, and blackboards, tables, 
and new hymnals were added to the school esuipment. Two organs 
were reconditioned and brought to camp. Enough benches were bought 
to complete the equipment of the outdoor theatre, and plank benches 
were put down for services in front of the cross. As an experiment 
a tent-house 12 x 24 feet was purchased for a class room or peer 
headquarters.

Leader- 
ship and labor may be almost impossible to secure even at a hig 
salary. The committee won't be sure of who will work in camp until 
the camping season begins. The number of campers may be smaller 
due to transportation limitations. Because of the automobile handi- 
cap it may be better to wait for peace time conditions before trying an 
inter-Synodical leadership training conference. Sixteen of the 17 groups 
are expected back in 1942.

saying, “This is the correct date,” opposite of the date reported on your 
parochial report, otherwise I will use the date in the minutes. f 
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2. Please double check your report of expenditures, rbbics number 

47 to 58 inclusive. More mistakes were made there than anywhere else. 
Details were omitted or totals were wrong. Unless I send the report back 


to you I don’t know which figures are right. It is necessary to change 


a number of reports because the benevolence does as ~~ with the 
treasurer’s report. 


3. After you have made up your report look it over to see if you 
have reported your membership totals correctly and completely. Also, 
note if you have filled in all necessary blanks and on the proper line. 


4. Remember to always report expenditures 1 even — Read 
your manual for further detail. 


Rev. Harrison of Hutchinson was the first to send in his report and 
Rev. Eller of Beloit was second. Their reports were received on January

Report of Commission on Merger ; 
With respect to the merging of the three synods on this territory, 


namely: Nebraska, Midwest, and the Kansas, it will be recalled that 


these three groups considered the proposal at their respective 1941 con- 
ventions, and that favorable action was taken by two, while the third 
acted negatively. Both the Kansas and the Nebraska synods voted to 
merge, while the Midwest organization voted to alter the proposed 


_ constitution, yet mz intaining a commission on merger. A year ago 


merger seemed near at hand; today such a move appears to have been 
thrust into the future by several years. ! 5 


In retrospect, the commissioners of the three 17. were in 
mutual agreement that perhaps a wrong approach was made to the 
proposition of merger at the time of the inception. It was expressed 
at the November, 1941, meeting in Kansas City, Mo., that the commis- 
sioners had worked toward merger on the basis of technicalities and 
a proposed constitution, rather than first of all establishing a congenial 
fellowship throughout the entire territory. In other words good-will,

| “Junior Camp” 

Rev. O. W. Ebright, a eee of The Junior Camp, submits the 
following report: 

Our 1941 Junior Camp 5 held at Wa-shun-ga, June 22nd 5 27th 
inclusive. It was an outstanding success due to four distinct reasons: 
(1) The idea is growing in our synod. A safe, spiritual, recreational 
week at such nominal cost, at such a fine place as Wa-shun-ga, for 
children, has become an attractive thing to the parents in our churches, 
(2) We had the most wonderful cooperation on the part of our leaders 
that anyone could expect. The services rendered by the Children of the 
Church Secretary, Mrs. R. L. Tonsing of Wichita, should be especially 
mentioned. (3) Good advertising through the mail by Rev. Gene 
Harrison, chairman of the Camp Committee, and the Kansas Synod 
Lutheran. (4) Faithful eid on the part of leaders weeks «aie 


to the Camp. 


“Attendance: Ten dial under nine years of age, wile were 
taught a primary unit of the Children of the Church literature by Mrs. 
Robert Gaston of Bendena; sixty-seven children, nine, ten and eleven 
years old, who were taught “Junior Citizens” by five Children of the 
Church leaders: Mrs. C. C. Emmrich, Wichita; Mrs. L. H. Wieneke, 
Wichita; Dorothy Ebright, Emporia; Mrs. Kenneth Jackson, Washington; 
and Mrs. Albert Stutz. Lancaster. Sixty-six youth ages, twelve and 
thirteen years were taught, “Bible Challenges” or “This is My Church“, 
by Pastors Warfel, Hamrick, Havekost, Malin and Pfeiffer. n 
There were twenty-one adults on the staff. Those on the staff 
other than the teachers were the councilors, and su>ervisors of athletics 
music and drama. Our policy this year was to use more local leaders 
and not spend 50 per cent of our budget bringing board members from 
the East. It proved a very wise policy. 

: “There were also eight adults who attended the entire camp period. 
This made a total of 172 for the camp. N | 
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he response from the churches which have accepted the idea of a 
Junior Camp was very good. Following is a list of the churches and the 
number attending from each: Wichita, 31; Lawrence, 29; Eimporia, 19; 
Kansas City, Kan.,5; Wellington, 4; Bendena, 4; Greenleaf, 3; Peabody, 
1; Washington, 2; Topeka, 14; Bunker Hill, 6; Hays, 4; Sedalia-Cole 
Camp, 6; Children’s Memorial, Kansas City, Mo., 2; Tulsa, 4; Lancaster, 
_ 6; Eureka, 1; Atchison, 8. It was an inspiration to see and work with 
_ such a fine group of children as this was, but one wonders why there are 
still so many churches from which this camp receives no representative. 


“The improvements in the property of the camp, i.e, curtains to 
separate class-rooms, the two organs, tables, black-boards, etc. helped 
greatly in our effort to divide our children into smaller groups for class 
work. But there is still room for improvement along this line; If the two 
large cabins for boys were separated, that is, partition. it would 
greatly facilitate controlling the boys at night.“ 


Children of the Church 


The Children of the Church program in our Synod has leon directed 
by Mrs. Robert L. Tonsing of Wichita. Among the several, opportunities 
afforded here was the presenting of the program set-up and literature. 
Rev. A. D. Havekost, a member of our committee, presented the work at 
the conference of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Western district 
which met at Waterville, September 23, 1941. Mrs. Tonsing was present 
herself at the Southern Conference which met in Eureka, November 2nd 
and 3rd, where she appeared on the program twice to 1 1 8 the appeal 
for this challenging work among our children. 


As Secretary of the children’s work, Mrs. Tepsing 9 yas called to 
Peabody to assist that congregation in their program of The Children 
of the Church, and aided them in improving their organization. 

Encouraging and stimulating letters were sent out from time to 
time to keep the Children of the Church efforts before. the pastors, 
leaders and congregations. it 

Mrs. Tonsing submits the following report. “The ene bing nineteen 
congregations have conducted Children of the Church programs: 
_ Atchison; Bendena; Chapman; St. Mark’s; Lancaster; Oklahoma City; 
Peabody; Salina; Tulsa; Valley Falls; Wellington; Wichita ; Wilson; 
Waterville; and Emporia. 

“Nine Festival programs reported a total of lee children attending 
and 296 adults. The total offering from the Festivals amounted to $67.24. 
Mrs. Mabel Fenner, reports the total receipts of the Children of the 
Church of the Synod of Kansas as $116.74 for 1941.” b 


The Regional Conference for Parish Education Committees, con- 


ducted by the Parish and Church School Board, met at the Chicago 


Lutheran Seminary in Maywood, Illinois, June 17 land 18, 1941. Mrs. R. 
L. . Rev. A. W. Malin and Rev. R. * attended the 
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conference. These Regional Conferences have mutual purposes for the 
Board and the Synods. Constructive suggestions for planning the 
parish education programs, the revision or the composition of all 
educational literature for use in our parishes, and the . we face 
receive helpful consideration at these conferences. 

Parish Education Month was observed in the 1 thiough 
the efforts of the contacts made by circular leters sent out by * 
atives of the committee located in each conference. 

The Parish and Church School Board offered ten scholarships at $10 
each to representatives of synods to attend a four week camp at Nawaka, 
Biglersville, Pennsylvania, in August, 1941, for leadership training. Rev. 
G. R. Whitecar was recommended and appointed. His scholarship was 
supplemented with an allowance of $15 by the Executive Committee. 
The comprehensive written report of his survey at Camp Nawaka will 
be highly beneficial to camp committees in the future. The * is 
again offering this scholarship to our synod. 

By suggestion of the Parish and Church School Board, and direction 
from the President of Synod, Mr. L. T. Bang was appointed Treasurer 
of the funds of The Children of the Church, replacing former Tresporer, 
Mrs. W. C. Jacobson of Oklahoma City. 21 

The committee has appointed Rev. S. A. Hamrick, Atchison as 
Direction of the 1942 Junior Camp. 

The Board representative, Rev. Erwin S. Spees, Secretary of Vind 
People’ s Work, will be present on the territory of Synod to conduct a 
series of meetings from April 26th to May 10th, 1942. His ee 
has been planned by the committee. 

An Intersynodical Leadership Camp for all Lutherans in this 
territory was a suggestion made at our committee meeting last year. A 
joint meeting of the Camp Committee and the Parish Education Commit- 
tee met at Emporia, January 12th, 1942. Rev A. J. Beil was appointed to 
investigate the possibilities of such a camp. 

The effectiveness of any program depends upon the grace of 
cooperation between congregations, pastors and the committee appointed. 
We appeal for a more united cooperation in “Christian Advance” through 
the program drafted by the The Parish and Church School Board.

The second day, in the morning, the Pastor’s Conference joined the 
Land Tenure session, under its able leadership, and gave a pastor a very 
graphic picture of its need. The afternoon session was on how the mutual 
relationship between the Church and the extension 1 could build 
a better community life. : 


The members of the extension department gave most — of 
their time and help to make the conference a success. The speakers were 
all very good and instructive, and the discussions were highly interesting. 
The most outstanding contribution came from the Rev. George Hildner, 
Catholic priest of Villa Ridge, Mo. This Conference hag become an 
established part of the Farm and Home Week program. i 


Your chairman is now presenting the need of a Summer School for 
Rural Pastors and Extension Leaders at the Kansas State College, Man- 
hattan, and this matter has received very kind consideration by a number 
of leaders.

Report of Trustees of Midland College and Western 11 


Four members on the Board of Trustees of Midland College and 
Western Theological Seminary submit the following report: | 


College: 
The college opened last September with an enrollment of 326, per- 
haps the best in the history of the institution. The present war has 


seriously effected the enrollment and finances of the college. At the 
end of the first semester the president reports the enrollment as 276 
and at the present 286. He also reports a possible drop of 25% in en- 
rollment next year. There will possibly be a decrease for the year of 
$15,000.000. It is estimated that there will be an increase of 10% in op- 
erating costs. There has been a loss of three faculty members, having 
gone to better positions. These will be hard to replace. The president 
reports that there will be a need of salary raise of 10%. This looks 
like a dark picture, and indeed it is. It calls for your earnest prayers 
and a more-than-ordinary effort to come to the aid of the college with 
increased financial help. We must do more than we have done in the 
past. n less than all-out“ aid should satisfy our * 


There are seven members on the 5 faculty, only two of 


whom are full time instructors. The enrollment numbers three Seniors, 
four Middlers, and five Juniors. There are 24 pre-theological students 
in the college, some of whom will undoubtedly be called into the service 
unless the government should give them deferred rating. During the 
past year members of the faculty and students have supplied vacant 

charges with considerable regularity, mostly in Nebraska. The Board 
of Trustees has under consideration the placing of the seminary under 
the management of a separate board. A proposed plan will — be 
presented at this meeting for our consideration. 


The morale in both college and seminary has been of the highest 


order and President Weigman and his faculty are to be commended for 


the way in which they have handled things under hard and trying cir- 


| cumstances.

The Board of Trustees of Midland College W ee to you 
Presidents of Seven Constituent Synods the following pytition, and asks 
that you present it for action: 

“The Board of Trusees of Midland College views with concern the 
approach of a major crisis. Steady withdrawals of students into defense 
activity, discontinuance of NYA, and the necessity for increased financial 
concessions, have reduced income by $10,000 at a conservative estimate. 
Rise of prices by 7 per cent has increased costs of operation by a sub- 
stantial but as yet unknown amount. If Midland College and Western 
Seminary are to continue they must receive * and guaranteed 
support. 

The Board, most earnestly pleads tle allocate 
their benevolences in such a manner that not less than sixty cents per 
communing member shall accrue to the College, and that fifty cents of 
this allocation shall be designated for the College and ten cents for the 
Seminary, and that these amounts shall actually be paid. 

The Board further pleads that this allocation be effective immediately 
and that payments to the College be remitted pro rata monthly. 

The Synods are hereby informed that action in accordance with the 
above principle is already in progress by the Pittsburg Synod for Thiel 
College, by the Iowa Synod for Carthage . and by Northwest 
Synod for Northwestern Seminary. 

The Board appreciates the full import of this fetition and unan- 
imously records its considered judgment that no alternative is possible.”

ARTICLE ONE 
THE SYNOD 


Section 1, The Name 
The name and title of the body organized under this Constitution 
shall be The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas and = States. 


Section 2, The Doctrinal Basis 


| 1. This Synod receives and holds the Canonical Seriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments as the inspired Word of God and as the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice according to which all ame pee and 
teachings are to be judged. 


2. This Synod accepts the three ecumenical creeds lig the 
Apostles, the Nicene and the Athanasian, as the important testimonies 


drawn from the Holy Scriptures and rejects all errors which they con- 
demn. 


3. This Synod receives and holds the Unaltered 1 Confes- 
sion as a correct exhibition of the faith and doctrines of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church founded upon the Word of God; and acknowledges all 
Churches that sincerely hold and faithfully confess the doctrines of the 


Unaltered Augsburg Confession to be entitled to the name of Evangelical 
Lutheran. 


4. This Synod recognizes the Apology of the Augsburg Confession, 
the Smalkald Articles, the large and small Catechisms of Luther, and 


the Formula of Concord as in harmony of one and the same pure Scrip- 
tural faith. 


Section 3, The Membership

In accordance with the Doctrinal Basis set forth in u 2 of this 
article and in full accord with the Constitution of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, this Body recognizes that all power in the Church 
belongs primarily and exclusively to our Lord Jesus Christ the Head of 
the Church; and all just duties and powers exereised dy the Church are 
committed to her for the furtherance of the Gospel through the ba go 

and Sacraments. Therefore this body is organized: : 


1. To preserve and extend the pure teaching of the Gospel and the 
right administration of the Sacraments (Eph. 4: * 9 falas Confes- 
sion Art. 7.) 


2. To conserve the unity of the true faith (Epb. 4:3-16, I Cor. 

1:10), to guard against any departure therefrom (Rom. 16:17), and to

| Section 5, Functions and Powers 

The exercise of the functions and powers of this Synod shall be 
distributed into two departments, the Synod and the Conferences. 


ARTICLE TWO 


MEETINGS

3. A coming from an ecclesiastical body ither than Luth- 
eran shall, with his application for membership, present satisfactory 
evidence of his ordination and Christian character, as well as his good 
standing in the body with which he was formerly, connected. His appli- 
cation and testimonials shall be referred to the Examining Committee, 
who, in colloquium with the applicant, shall ascertain his knowledge 
and acceptance of the Lutheran doctrine and practi¢e, especially the

mittee shall, in each instance recommend to the ‘Synod the action to be 
taken; and if, on favorable report of the Committee, a two-thirds vote of 
the Synod shall pperore, he shall be received as a member of this Synod. 


Section 2, Reception of Congregation 

3 - congregation desiring admission into the Synod shall place

doctrinal basis set forth in Article One, Section Hs 


4. Every pastor shall preach the Word, administer the Sacraments, 
conform the manner of conducting public worship to the accepted prac- 
tice of the United Lutheran Church in America, using such books of 


worship and instruction as have been accepted and approved by the 
United Lutheran Church in America; he shal] care for the people of his 
pastorate as individuals and as congregations 4 common faith and 
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harmonious interests with all other members and congregations of the 
United Lutheran Church in America; give catechetical instruction regul- 


arly; confirm; perform tre marriage ceremony in accordance with the 


laws of God and the State; visit and minister to the sick and infirm; 
bury the dead ; install regularly elected members of the Church Coun- 
cil, and, with the Council, administer discipline; supervise all schools 
and auxiliary organ zations of the congregation, and promote the up- 
building of the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in the community, in 

the homeland and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men 
and women having proper natural gifts and qual! fications to 
prepare for full-time Christian service; co-operate with the agencies 
and officers of Conference and Synod in every way to educate the people, 


to increase their liberality for the cause of benevolence recommended 


by the Synod or supported by the United Lutheran Church in America; 
and shall use his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the ind‘vidual «nd 
family life of the people, as well as a knowledge of the Church an her 
work by the circulation of the literature of the Church. 


5. The pastcr shall keep accurate parochial records of 1 
confirmations, members received by transfer or profession of faith, 
members dismissed, deceased or excommunicated, together with a roster 
of all communicant members of his pastorate, keeping the record of 
each congregation of his pastorate in a separate book which shall be 
the property of the congregation; and shall annually report an accurate 
abstract of these statistics to the Synod or to an official appointed by 
the Synod for that purpose, for publication in a Synodical table of Paro- 
chial Reports. 


6. No minister shall préach or perform any ministerial act within 
the pastorate of a brother minister, except upon his request, or with 
his consent; nor shall he visit and preach or perform ministerial acts 
in a vacant pastorate except from formal invitation of the Church 
Council, or the consent or appointment of the President of the Synod. 

7. A clergyman on the roll of Synod not engaged in regular minis- 
terial work for a period of two or more years as defined in paragraphs 1 
and 2 of this article shall be requested to deposit his ordination papers 
with the President of Synod until such time as he shall desire to resume 
the active office of the ministry, thus conforming to the action of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. 

8. If any minister in good and regular standing in the Synod 
enters a field of labor within some Synod in the seme fellowship of faith 
with this Synod he shall, upon application to the President, be entitled 
to, and the President shall furnish him with, a certificate of honorable 
dismissal; but until formally received into membership of the Synod to 
which he has been dismissed he shall be fully amenable to this Synod.

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ARTICLE EIGHT 


THE CONGREGATION

If a serious accusation be lodged in writing 

against a minister before a Church Council by at least six voting 

members of a congregation, unless otherwise provided for by the Con- 

stitution of the Congregation, the Church Council shall confer with 

him about the same and shall endeavor to obviate all just cause of com- 

plaint and to reconcile all parties; nor shall any further steps be taken 

until all proper efforts to this end on the part of the Church Council have 
been exhausted. | : 


If in the judgment of the Church Council a Prima . case has 
been made out against the minister, it shall report its findings in writing 
to the President of the Synod, specifing the charges, which must, how- 
ever, be founded on the prescribed testimony of at least two credible 
witnesses. If the Church Council shall ignore the accusation, the mem- 
bers of the congregation who have broaght the charges may in like 
manner lay them before the President of the Synod. 4g 


If a minister be charged with some specific sin not in the manner 
aforesaid, but by widespread rumor which is not transient, but which 
continues anc strengthens, the Church Council shall endeavor to remove 
the scandal; and if it fails or finds evidence of guilt, ft shall at once 
report the case to the President of the Synod. |

B. The Preliminary Investigation 
In Cases That May Require a Formal Trial 

1. If any accusation against a minister of the Synod be lodged with 
the President by a congregation, or by three members of the Synod, he 
shall at once communicate with the accused respecting the matter, and, 
if the accused shall desire an investigation, or the nature of the accusa- 
tion be such as to call for it, the President shall order such investigation 
by the Conference, or he may appoint a committee for that purpose, and 
cite the accused to appear before said committee to answer to the charge. 

2. When such investigation is appointed, a copy of the complaint 
against the accused shall be furnished him by the President, allowing 
him not less than ten days between the time of his citation and the time 
appointed for the hearing; and if the accused should refuse or fail to 
appear without presenting adequate reasons why the investigation should 
be deferred to another time, it shall proceed in the same manner as if 
he were present. 

3. If the findings in such an investigation show gross Ne BP 
the same shall at once be reported to the President of the Synod, who 
shall immediately suspend him from the office and functions of the 
ministry until his case has been finally decided by the Synod. 


4. If the findings of the investigations show sufficient evidence of — 


guilt, besides reporting the case to the President, the Conference or 
committee making the investigation shall formulate the charges and

C. Trial 


1. When 8 have been brought against a er 4 the 


Synod and the preliminary investigation has shown that a formal trial 
is necessary, the President shall report the matter to the next annual 
meeting of the Synod, or to a special meeting called for the purpose 
and the case shall be referred to a Committee on Discipline consisting 
of not less than seven members. The charges and specifications against 
the accused shall be presented in his presence, if he desire it. The 
accused shall have the right and opportunity te be fully heard and to 
call witnesses in his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, 
who, however, shall be members of congregations belonging to the 
Synod. The Committee on Discipline shall hear all relevant testimony 
and shall present its findings to Synod. If the findings be adverse to 
the accused, it shall recommend the penalty to be inflicted. * those 
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shall vote who have not brought the charges in the base. The findings 
of the Committee may be adopted and the penalty determined by a 
majority vote of the Synod; but the accused may appeal from the find- 
ings of the Committee, in which case he shall be tried by the Synod in 
exclusive session, and the method of procedure shall be the same as 
before the Committee on Discipline. In case of such appeal all penalties 
may be suspended until the case has been tried and n re by the 
Synod. 

2. When a minister is charged with teaching or preaching doctrines 
which are in conflict with Article One, Section II, of this Constitution, 
the Committee on Discipline shall consist entirely of minsters and shall 
report its findings to the Synod. But the accused may appeal to the 
said Synod against the findings of the Committee, in which case the 
Synod shall proceed to try the charges. In acting on the report of the 
Committee on Discipline or in its trial of charges, the Syriod shall take 
a vote on two counts: First: is the doctrine specified in conflict with 
Article One, Section II? Second, is the accused guilty of teaching or 
preaching such doctrine? The guilt of the accused shall be determined 
only on a two-thirds vote on the first count, and upon a ‘majority vote 
on the second count. The Committee shall then report its decision to the 
Synod, which shall determine the penalty by a majority vote; but the 
penalty shall not be less than a suspension from the ministry, which 
shall continue until such time as the accused shall have made full re- 
cantation of the errors which he has been suspended. 3 

3. When the Synod has made full decision in the case of the trial 
of the minister, the President of the Synod shall at once announce the 


decision, whether guilty or not guilty. If guilty the President shall 


pronounce the sentence in the presence of the body; also, if possible, 


in the presence of the person adjudged guilty, and | copy of the sentence 


chall be given him. 
4. If in any case new evidence shall be presented to the President 


which shall be sufficient in his judgment to warrant a new trial, he | 
shall present the evidence to the Synod, and the latter shall decide 
whether the case shall be reopened.

| D. Appeal From Congregational, Discipline | 


The administration of discipline in a congregation is governed 
by the congregation’s Constitution, but the pastor or member of any 


congregation belonging to Synod may appeal to the Synod from the 


disciplinary action of the congregation. All such appeals whether on 


the part of the pastor or a member of the congregation must be made 
in writing to the President of the Synod within thirty days after the 
action has been taken. A copy of said appeal shall be promptly transm c- 
ted by the appellant to the officers of the congregation, nor shall the 
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tied by said officers. Upon receiving such appeal the beate of 
the Synod shall refer the matter for investigation and determination 
to the Conference with which the congregation is connected, or to a 
special Committee appointed by him. All relevant testimony shall be 
heard in such investigation. The decision or finding of the Conference 
shall be reported to the President of the Synod and shall be final unless 
* Synod, at its subsequent meeting, shall determine otherwise. 


E. Members Under Discipline 
1. No minister or layman while under discipline or 3 of 
suspension shall hold any office in the Synod, or serve as a delegate, 
director or trustee under its appointment; and every committee, board, 
or delegation or body of appointees constituted by the Synod shall see 
to the enforcement of this rule. 

2. It shall also be the duty of all pastors and congregations ee

I. General | 


1. Every pastor shall prepare an annual parochial report _—_ 
to blanks furnished by the Synod, and all pastors and congregations 
shall send their parochial reports to the Statistical my on or 
before the first day of February.

3. Ministers having removed from the bounds of the Synod are 
urged to unite with the Synod within whose bounds they reside. 


4. No letters of transfer to other denominations shall be granted 
to ministers of this Synod. But if one who has received aid in prepara- 
tion for the ministry from any Synod of the United Lutheran Church 
should desire to depart from the Lutheran ministry, in case he has 
served less than ten years in our ministry, no certificate of character 
shall be granted until he has fulfilled his obligations tp the Synod rhich 
aided him. 


5. It shall be the duty of every congregation in 1 Synod to a

6. A vacant pastorate shall settle its financial a tions to the 
retiring pastor before electing another, or engaging a stated supply, 
except if in the judgment of the President it shall be deemed otherwise.

V. The Treasurer 4 

1. The Treasurer of Synod and the Committee on Ministerial 
Education are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money as may 
be necessary to pay the students dependent on the Synod for their sup- 
port the sums promised them at such times during the Synodical year 
as the exigencies of the case may require. 

2. The bonded Treasurer of the Synod shall be the ex-officio 
Treasurer of the home missions committee. 

3. The Treasurer shall receive $25.00 Aas for his services. 


VI. Statistician 

1. The statistical secretary shall receive $26.00 annual for his 
services.
